“If they do not give a fortnight’s 
prior notice of strike action as: sti- 
pulated by law, then they have to 
know the strikers will suffer. Break- 
ing a law in a democratic society 
must incur punitive action, includ- 
ing prison sentences. Thus, if the 
men do not give a fortnight’s notice 
of strike action, and then get off 
seot free, there is πὸ value to the 
law." 

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir de- 
plored the rash of strikes and the 
wave of demands, and went on to 
warn: “I am now working on the 
draft budget for 1972-73. Believe me, 
if things continue as they are doing, 
I really do vot know whether we 
will manage in presenting the bud- 
get. I do not see how I will be 
able to, under the circumstances.” 

Mapam’s Yaacov Hezen attacked 
the majority demand for tough 
labour laws.

After plentiful rain in April and 
May, farmers in the state were 
looking forward to bumper crops of 
rice. But the long dry spell from 
June to August ruined their hopes.

In that regard, let us consider 
that the Israeli bus driver plays 
host to hundreds of passengers 
daily --- not all of whom are the 
easiest of customers—in a variety 
of tongues plus sign language. To 
do so while manoeuvring his bus 
through an often impossible flow of 
traffic demands nerves of steel and 
the patience of Job. He is to be 
commended and not put down by 2 
visiting self-appointed authority 
on manners. 

‘The report also stressed the sub- 
ject of cleanliness or, rather, lack 
of same: The passengers Utter the 
buses and the buses Utter the air. 
Bus exhaust fumes are, Indeed, a 
source of pollution. But does this 
justify parting from the TV viewer 
by thrusting an exhaust pipe in 
bis face? The same scene in ἃ 
different context might have made 
good sense, Here, it offended the 
senses. 

Could it be that the purpose of 
these jibes was to imply that given 
an increase in fares one should ex- 
pect Egged to: 1) increase the 
number of buses on heavily travel- 
ed routes, 2) more weather protec- 
Hon structures, 3) install crankcase 
emission controls, and 4) giv: its 
drivers a Dale Carnegie brush-up 
course? Perhaps we're also to 
understand that a passenger pay- 
ing a higher fare will be less in- 
clined to litter the bus, 

Finally, in levelling criticism one 
must consider a Ust of priorities. 
Why single out a company that has 
been giving commendable service 
at incredibly low rates? Such re- 
porting does not come up to the 
network's usual high standards.

tents for personnel and construcied 
quonset huts for the army hospital 
The same quonset huts still serve 
for the many wards in the hospital. 
I have visited with the late Dr. 
Sheba several times, and he well 
remembered our hospital and even 
anelped me identify our okt wards 
and other local marks. 


Little is known of the small 
American contingent and the hospi- 
tal which was setup by usin WWIL 
to take care of the anticipated 
casualties of the pincer movement 
between Rommel at Alexandria and 
the Vichy French in Syria. Ob- 
viously not much materialized and 
the hospital was later turned over 
to the British for a rest and recu- 
Deration centre.
